PM NOT sure what the penalty for being 
rude about Wendy Craig is - it may well be 
the last crime for which a person can still be 
hanged in the British Isles. 

But her excuse for presenting the final 
instalment of DISAPPEARING BRITAIN 
(Five) was pretty flimsy. 

When actress Sarah Lancashire talked 
about working-class seaside holidays, she 
drew on her background growing up in 
Oldham. 

When ‘Royle Family’ star Ricky Tomlinson 
paid tribute to the coal industry, it was from 
his perspective as a former union activist. 

Ms Craig’s look at the British passion for 
tea-drinking, meanwhile, was ‘...personal 
because I’ve spent my whole life drinking 
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tea’. On those grounds, they could equally 

have had the blokes who’ve been digging up 

the end of my road since last May - since 

they seem to be right up there with Wendy in 

the life-long tea-drinking stakes. 
Culture 

Setting aside the fact that the presenter had 
no particularly strong reason for 
presenting it, this actually served up an easy, 
but thoroughly refreshing look at a much- 
overlooked corner of our social history. 

And in some ways, Wendy’s task was the 
hardest — because tea drinking is so much a 
part of our culture that we’re barely aware 
we do it. From the hilariously stilted Thirties 
commercials, instructing housewives in the 


finer points of tea-making, to the signifi- 
cance of tea-time in classic plays and films 
like ‘Brief Encounter’ and ‘The Importance 
of Being Earnest’, this programme - like a 
good cuppa — never disappointed. 

Weirdly enough, it seems we might never 
have been tea-drinkers at all, if the bubonic 
plague hadn’t made Londoners 
super-cautious about hygiene. 

The humble cup of Rosie Lee became a 
popular drink, for the simple reason that it 
had to be made with boiling water, in which 
no nasty germs could survive. 

Full to the brim with this sort of trivial, but 
tasty detail, without daft attempts at creating 
some drama, it was by far the best episode in 
the series.
